The Ukiah Boys and Girls 
Club will temporarily close 
its doors Wednesday in the 
hope of weathering a current 
financial crisis. 

“The decision we made last 
night to close the doors was 
so we won’t have to close 
them permanently,” said 
Diane Ryan, head of the board 
of the Boys and Girls Club. 

The club may have to 
remain closed for as long as 
four months. 

Ryan said financial hard- 
ships are nothing new to the 
nonprofit, but fundraising has 
been lower than usual this 
year. The club has been facing 
dwindling resources for the 
last six months 

“Most of our funding 
comes from the community,” 
she said. “Our grants are few 
and far between.” 

The Boys and Girls Club 
appreciates all the people who 
have pledged money this year 
to support the program, she 
said. 

Ryan said the club hopes to 
emerge from the closure reor- 
ganized and stronger than 
before, and better equipped to 
handle financial crisis. 

“We don’t want to have 
staff we can’t pay,” Ryan said. 
“They’re a great staff.” 

Although the club’s offices 
will be closed, Ryan said the 
Boys and Girls Club will con- 
tinue its fundraising efforts,

City ordinance revision would also 
deal with other items on sidewalks

A public hearing at Wednesday 
night’s City Council meeting 
brought the council and local 
businesses one step closer to 
making sandwich signs a little 
more palatable for everyone. 

The hearing focused on the 
creation of an ordinance amend- 
ment that would allow A-frame 
signs and other objects in the pub- 
lic right of way -- including 
tables, chairs, planters and clothes 
racks, but ultimately yielded no 
decision. 

The council declined to adopt 
the ordinance without additional 
public input, and thus created a 
committee of Councilmember 
Benj Thomas and representatives 
from the Main Street Program, 
the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Greater Ukiah Localization 
Project, the Design Review 
Board, the Planning Commission

sistently enforced. 

“Anything within the public 
right of way needs a permit,” said 
Chris White, code compliance 
coordinator. “But when these A- 
frames became an issue was when 
it involved the public’s right of 
way, which makes the city liable. 
It’s an insurance issue.” 

White, who serves the citations 
and notices for sign issues, said 
he contacted businesses in an 
attempt to resolve the safety 
issue, but realized the process the 
city was using needed to be 
revised with help from the coun- 
cil, Planning Commission and 
Senior Planner Pamela 
Townsend. 

The first step came at the Dec. 
12 Planning Commission meet-

CFAR goes 
to court to 
stop work 
at Masonite 


Maintains county issued 
improper demolition permit

Citizens for Adequate Review filed a writ 
to stop all work at the Masonite site this week 
because the permitting process was not han- 
dled properly, according to the court docu- 
ments. 

Antonio Andrade, a CFAR member, said 
the county should not have issued a ministe- 
rial demolition permit, requiring little over- 
sight, to Developers Diversified Realty, 
because demolition of the Masonite facility 
was the beginning of a plan to build a larger 
commercial structure on the site. 

CFAR contends DDR has always planned 
to build a mall on the former Masonite prop- 
erty, a more complex project requiring over- 
sight under the California Environmental 
Quality Act. The board should have issued a 
discretionary demolition permit that requires 
that review, Andrade said. 

CFAR believes DDR plans to build a mall 
on the Masonite property based on filings 
DDR has made with the Securities and 
Exchange Commission that say a mall pro- 
ject is “under construction.” 

“The whole project may have significant 
environmental impacts relating to air quality, 
noise, dust, traffic and circulation, public 
health, hazardous materials, hydrology and 
water quality, and inconsistency with area 
plans,” CFAR said in its writ. 

Calls to DDR were not returned at press 
time. 

The former Masonite property is currently 
zoned industrial, pending the outcome of an 
Environmental Impact Report. Until the 
report is completed, the zoning of the prop- 
erty cannot be changed and no commercial 
structure can be built there legally. 

Andrade said the EIR is being performed 
as part of a “program EIR” for the Ukiah 
Valley Area Plan. CFAR wants a “project 
EIR” that will look only at possible impacts 
at Masonite. 

According to the writ, CFAR is asking the 
court to issue a writ that would “set aside and 
void all approvals relative to the proposed 
continuing demolition of the Masonite site 
and refrain from further consideration of the 
project until full compliance with CEQA is 
achieved.” The writ also asks for an injunc- 
tion against further action on the project until 
the petition is decided.

Raw sewage 
spills on coast

A blockage in Point Arena’s sewer sys- 
tem caused sewage to flow into Point 
Arena Creek and the Pacific Ocean Friday. 

According to reports from the 
Mendocino County Health and Human 
Services Agency, a blockage in the sewer 
line caused sewage to overflow a manhole 
at the intersection of Iverson Street and 
Main Street in Point Arena. 

An unknown amount of sewage flowed 
out of the manhole and into Point Arena 
Creek, which empties into the ocean near 
the Point Arena Pier, an area popular with 
surfers. 

The Mendocino County Department of 
Environmental Health has posted signs at 
the beach advising the public to avoid con- 
tact with the water until bacterial samples 
confirm safe bacteriological levels.

NEW YORK — Is an extra 
$800 in your pocket enough to 
change the course of the ailing 
economy? 

President Bush, Treasury 
Secretary Henry Paulson and 
members of Congress seem to 
think so. Washington is talk- 
ing about issuing tax rebate 
checks in hopes of staving off 
a recession. 

And people around the 
country, many of them strug- 
gling to pay bills, staggering 
under credit card debt or wor- 
ried about their financial 
futures, aren’t about to turn 
them down. 

“I would probably take that 
money and breathe a sigh of 
relief for one month,” said 
Jennifer Simon, who works at 
a small communications firm 
in Long Valley, N.J., and 
spends $1,500 a month on 
child care. 

“Tt’s not a permanent fix,” 
she said, “but I wouldn’t send 
it back.” 

Taxpayers got smaller 
rebates, $300 per person, 
under a similar plan in 2001. 
There is debate in economic 
circles — as usual — about 
whether those checks warded 
off recession or went straight 
from the U.S. Treasury into 
Americans’ savings accounts. 

This time around, while 


some people may put the 
rebate toward a big-ticket item 
like a flat-screen TV, many 
echo Ginger Scott, a home- 
health physical therapy work- 
er in Kansas City, Mo. She 
says she wouldn’t buy any- 
thing exciting. 

“I think I had too much 
exciting previously,” said 
Scott, 52. “Exciting will kill 
your budget.” Instead, she 
said she’d pay off a credit card 
bill and save what’s left over. 

President Bush on Friday 
embraced as much as $150 
billion in tax relief, most of it 
for individuals, to jump-start 
the economy. He said the 
country would be “just fine” if 
Congress passes the stimulus. 

While the administration is 
avoiding specifics, congres- 
sional aides said the White 
House was considering 
rebates of up to $800 for indi- 
viduals and $1,600 for mar- 
ried couples. The checks 
could arrive by late spring. 

In interviews, Americans 
gave a range of ideas for how 
they’d spend the money, some 
of them reflecting the pinch of 
a difficult economy in which 
the costs of food and gas are 
rising and jobs are harder to 
come by. 

Take DaMel Nixon, 33, a 
mailhouse quality control 
supervisor in Lansing, Mich., 
who used to be an avid buyer 
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Spending the stimulus:

of music but is unlikely to use 
his $800 to splurge on CDs 
because he needs money for 
gas. 

“T’m going to need that $20 
to put in the tank,” he said. 

In Fargo, N.D., Doug 
Benson said he would spend 
half of the $800 on bills and 
half on new beds for his chil- 
dren. In New York City, 
Landy Ung said she would 
plow the money into her start- 
up Internet business as an 
incentive for her salespeople. 

At a mall in Madison, Wis., 
Antonia Rivera said she 
would love a new pair of snow 
boots, but said she’d save the 
cash anyway. She hopes to 
retire from her job as a supply 
clerk at the University of 
Wisconsin Hospital next year 
but fears she may not have 
enough money. 

So she’s cutting back on all 
her purchases. “If I need it, I 
look for the best price,” said 
Rivera, who is 68. “If I don’t 
really need it, I don’t buy any- 
thing.” 

And in Kansas City, Jenise 
Lemmones said she’d let her 
8-year-old granddaughter, 
who lives with her, call the 
shots: “She just likes to go to 
McDonald’s and the movies.” 

When the 2001 rebates 
went out, two-thirds of the 
cash was spent within six 
months, according to one 


paper published by the 
National Bureau of Economic 
Research, a private research 
group that serves as the 
national arbiter on such mat- 
ters. 

Fans of the rebate say that 
spending was enough to keep 
the country out of a longer, 
more painful recession. 

“The recession officially 
ended the month after the 
stimulus package checks were 
sent out,” said David Wyss, 
chief economist at Standard & 
Poor’s. 

But a conflicting report, 
also published by the National 
Bureau of Economic 
Research, found the bump in 
spending went almost entirely 
to the auto sector, which was 
then offering zero-percent 
financing. 

“The majority of con- 
sumers saved or paid off a 
debt rather than spending it,” 
said Matthew Shapiro, profes- 
sor of economics at University 
of Michigan, who co-wrote 
the second report. 

Economists do agree on 
this much: A stimulus like this 
is a one-shot deal. 

“Once people have spent it, 
they may ask, ‘Who’s going to 
cover next month’s expens- 
es?” said economist Edward 
Yardeni, who runs his own 
research firm. 

Still, if the stimulus pack- 


age passes and it works, it 
could be worth every penny 
because the government will 
save a fortune in the long run, 
said Mark Zandi, chief econo- 
mist at Moody’s 
Economy.com. 

A deep recession would 
mean lower tax receipts cou- 
pled with increased spending 
on unemployment insurance 
payments, welfare and food 
stamps. 

“One hundred-fifty billion 
dollars, could, in the end, save 
us $500 billion if it saves us 
from a long, lengthy, severe 
recession,” he said. 

That’s not enough for Scott, 
the Kansas City home-health 
worker. She wants a long-term 
fix including tax breaks for 
health insurance payments by 
the self-employed or more 
investment in small business. 

She is suspicious of the tax 
rebate stimulus because “we 
like to gratify ourselves quick- 
ly in this country,” she said. 
“We buy things we can’t 
afford. We are a charge 
nation.”

Bush urges speedy 
action on economic 
rescue package as 
big as $150 billion 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
With recession fears rising 
and the stock market tum- 
bling, President Bush on 
Friday called for up to $150 
billion in tax relief for con- 
sumers and business — and 
said there was no time to 
waste. 

Bush’s urgent remarks gave 
fresh impetus to congressional 
leaders already hard at work 
on an economic rescue pack- 
age that would include extra 
money for food stamps and 
jobless benefits in addition to 
tax rebates of hundreds of dol- 
lars each for millions of 
Americans. The hope is that 
people would immediately 
spend those rebates and give 
the economy a badly needed 
boost. 

“I believe we can come 
together on a growth package 
very quickly, and we’re going 
to need to,” Bush said. 

Wall Street remained skep- 
tical. The Dow Jones industri- 
al average dropped 59.91 


points after plummeting 306 
points a day earlier. 

Bush said the rescue effort 
should be both quick and tem- 
porary, a one-time boost for a 
national economy that is in 
danger of sliding into the first 
recession since 2001 if it has- 
n’t already edged across that 
line. The president’s tone was 
somber in his remarks at the 
White House, but his mood 
was upbeat later in the day 
when he visited a factory to 
underscore his focus on the 
economy. 


Stocks cap rough 
week with decline 
as stimulus plan 
draws little reaction 


NEW YORK (AP) — Wall 
Street ended a painful week 
with another decline Friday as 
skittish investors unable to 
hold on to much optimism 
about the economy drew little 
comfort from President 
Bush’s stimulus plan. 

The day’s trading reflected 
how fractious Wall Street has 
been in the new year. 
Investors pulled back from a 
big early advance, with the 


major indexes trading mixed 
as Bush began to speak. By 
the time the president finished 
announcing a plan for about 
$145 billion worth of tax 
relief, the indexes were well 
into negative territory. 

“It’s disappointed in the 
size of the economic growth 
package. Wall Street’s show- 
ing its displeasure,” said Kim 
Caughey, equity research ana- 
lyst at Fort Pitt Capital Group 
in Pittsburgh. “Honestly, I 
think the institutional 
investors understand the limits 
to the government’s ability to 
enact economic change.” 

Coming after Bush’s 
announcement, Friday’s pull- 
back made it clear that the 
stock market is in for a pro- 
tracted period of uncertainty 
and continued declines. 
Investors have shrugged off 
all the positive signs they’ve 
received in recent days, 
including assurances last 
week from Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bernanke that 
the Fed is ready to act aggres- 
sively — which means a like- 
ly big interest rate cut later 
this month — to help support 
an economy pummeled by 
devastation in the housing and 


credit markets. 

Steven Goldman, chief 
market strategist at Weeden & 
Co., contends Wall Street 
remains concerned about 
whether other economic trou- 
bles are lurking. 


Former chess 
champion Bobby 
Fischer, icon and 
enigma, dead at 64 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AP) 
— “Chess,” Bobby Fischer 
once said, “is life.” 

It was the chess master’s 
tragedy that the messy, tawdry 
details of his life often over- 
shadowed the sublime genius 
of his game. 

Fischer, who has died at the 
age of 64, was a child prodigy, 
a teenage grandmaster and 
before age 30 — a world 
champion who triumphed in a 
Cold War showdown with 
Soviet champion Boris 
Spassky. 

But the last three decades 
of his life were spent in seclu- 
sion, broken periodically by 
erratic and often anti-Semitic 
comments and by an absurd 
legal battle with his home- 
land, the United States. 

Fischer died Thursday of 
kidney failure in Reykjavik 
after a long illness, friend and 
spokesman Gardar Sverrisson

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ing, when the issue was 
brought up for discussion.

“Tt helps to show that we’re 
open. We have a lot of elderly 
customers and it helps them to 
see the store sooner,” Reid 
said. “It’s a good addition to 
the character around here. I’ve 
never had to move our sign. 
You’d think it might get 
knocked over all the time, but

it doesn’t. I think that shows 
that the signs aren’t a prob- 
lem.” 

But creating an ordinance 
regulating signs, tables, chairs 
and racks all at once is easier 
said than done. 

“There’s a number of terms 
and criteria we will be looking 
at, including terms used in 
other codes,” Townsend said.

Israel closes Gaza 
crossings, pounds 
Hamas targets 


GAZA CITY, Gaza Strip 
(AP) — Israel sought to put an 
end to a surge in rocket attacks 
from Gaza, sending its air 
force Friday against a symbol 
of Hamas power in the heart 
of Gaza City and simultane- 
ously choking off shipments 
of fuel and food across its bor- 
der with the strip. 


An Israeli warplane 
attacked the downtown offices 
of the Palestinian Interior 
Ministry, flattening one wing 
of the empty building, killing 
a woman at a wedding party 
next door and wounding at 
least 46 other civilians, some 
of them children playing soc- 
cer in the street, hospital staff 
and witnesses said.

Lesbian’s ordination may precede appeal

A gay woman seeking ordination as 
a Presbyterian minister might achieve 
her longtime goal before foes can 
appeal a decision supporting her 
quest. 

After 2 1/2 hours of debate Tuesday 
night, the San Francisco Presbytery 
skirted the denomination’s rules, vot- 
ing 167 to 151 to consider Lisa Larges 
for the ministry. 

Larges said Wednesday that the 
organization she works for, That All 
May Freely Serve, will seek her ordi- 
nation in her current position, minister 
coordinator. In April, she will undergo 
a rigorous exam that includes oral 
questioning from the presbytery dele- 
gates. 

Meanwhile, the presbytery’s minor- 
ity committee has begun its appeal, 
which could halt Larges’ ordination 
for 18 months to two years. 

Tuesday’s debate drew record atten- 
dance for the presbytery, which meets 
six times a year. 

“T didn’t used to think about my 
ordination because I didn’t think we’d 
get here, but I’m ready to go for it,” 
she said after the debate and vote at 
Richmond’s First Presbyterian 
Church. 

The decision filled her with joy, she 
said. “I am deeply, deeply grateful,” 
said Larges, 44, who directs That All 
May Freely Serve, a national organi- 
zation that supports and advocates for 
gay Presbyterian clergy. 

Others were not joyous. 

“What has happened here tonight 
has violated the constitution of the 
Presbyterian Church USA,” said the 
Rev. Mary Holder Naegeli, a Walnut 
Creek minister and a member of the 
presbytery’s committee on preparation 
for the ministry. 

The Rev. Mark Stryker, associate 
pastor of Moraga Valley Presbyterian 
Church, said the bid to advance her 
ordination was a disruptive move. 

Her advocates spoke of values 
above sectarian rules and of Larges’ 
personal qualities. 

“T believe in the full inclusion of 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, transgendered 
people,” said Charles Mann, an elder 
from Ocean Avenue Presbyterian 
Church in San Francisco. “God looks 
at the heart, not at the race, the gen- 
der, the sexual orientation.” 
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The Rev. Will McGarvey, pastor of 
Community Presbyterian Church in 
Pittsburg, spoke to the delegates of 
“her wit, her humor, her joyful way of 
being with and for people.” 

A committee report effusively 
praised Larges. 

“We rarely see people so gifted,” it 
says. “Lisa has proven through her life 
in ministry that she is a beautiful 
demonstration of the Christian 
gospel.” 

Opponents said they were disap- 
pointed and surprised by the close 
vote, and they predicted a nationwide 
backlash. 

The question before the delegates 
was whether to ignore the denomina- 
tion’s long-standing position that can- 
didates for ordination must be married 
to someone of the opposite gender or 
be single and chaste. 

In 2006, the denomination’s 


General Assembly affirmed its support 
for the dictum but permitted local 
ordaining bodies to make exceptions. 

Larges has trod this ground before. 
After she graduated from seminary 
school in 1989, a Minnesota commit- 
tee certified her ready to seek a call. 
Her appeal of the objection went to 
the national church court but was ulti- 
mately rejected. 

Presbyteries in New York, New 
Jersey, Wisconsin and Northern 
California have actively ordained gay 
ministers, said Richard Lindsay, a 
spokesman for That All May Freely 
Serve. 

The San Francisco Presbytery 
encompasses San Francisco, Contra 
Costa, Alameda and San Mateo coun- 
ties.

Sweet land of liberty

Is your pension fund 
supporting genocide? 


With an extremely rare bipartisan unanimi- 
ty, the House and Senate passed a bill that is 
the strongest financial pressure yet on the sav- 
age government of Sudan to end its genocide 
in Darfur. On Dec. 31, the president signed 
the Sudan Accountability and Divestment 
Act. This law mandates that companies doing 
business with the federal government must 
certify that they are not doing any with the 
government of Sudan. 

As the Washington-based Genocide 
Intervention Network, a key in getting this 
law passed and signed, point out: 

"The U.S. government has millions of dol- 
lars of contracts with...companies that support 
the genocidal regime in Sudan. A ban on ... 
federal contracts with those companies 
(would also) increase pressure on (other) for- 
eign companies that fund the genocide." 

Moreover, this act making Sudan even 
more of a pariah government would, the 
Associated Press reported (Dec. 31), permit 
"state, county and municipal officials to adopt 
measures to divest their government invest- 
ments (including pension funds) in the four 
sectors that provide vital revenue for Sudan's 
government -- oil, power production, mining 
and military equipment." 

Also affected are such huge investment 
funds as Vanguard and Fidelity. There is a 
pointed slogan of the Save Darfur Coalition 
(encompassing more than 170 organizations): 
"Is your mutual fund funding genocide?" 
Maybe now more Americans will demand 
answers. 

The president signed this acutely humani- 
tarian legislation despite opposition in his 
administration. For example, there was the 
stunningly clueless statement by the State 
Department's Elizabeth Dribble, principle 
deputy assistant for international finance and 
development: ".... It would send the wrong 
message to the regime at a time when it is 
actually being helpful with peace talks and 
with the African Union/U.N. peacekeeping 
force." 

Sudan President Gen. Omar al-Bashir has 
been so "helpful" that as of Jan. 1, only 9,000 
of the promised 26,000 members of that force 
are in place due to the continued obstructions 
of al-Bashir, who has not in the least disarmed 
his murderous Janjaweed militia. And the 
force is badly underequipped. 

Bush, however, has taken internal resis- 
tance to this legislation into account. In a 
signing statement accompanying the law, he 
reserved his authority to overrule any state or 
local divestment decisions that conflict with 
his administration's foreign policy. "The con- 
stitution,” he warned, "vests the exclusive 
authority to conduct foreign relations with the 
federal government." 

But as the president monitors local and 
state divestments under this new law, he will 
himself be monitored by an insistently watch- 
ful array of such groups as the Save Darfur 
Coalition, the Genocide Intervention 
Network, American Jewish World Service, 
Dream for Darfur and others. As a number of 
them emphasized in a joint statement: 

"The people of Darfur cannot afford an 
empty law on the books, which is why the 
president must vigorously enforce this critical 
legislation." 

Also on Dec. 31, the Bush administration - 
- in a move that is far more rhetorical than 
meaningful -- called on the chronically 
duplicitous al-Bashir and the conflicting, 
sometimes murderous rebel groups "to 
observe a complete and immediate ceasefire" 
so that the combined U.N. and African Union 
force can engage in "full and expeditious 
deployment." That won't happen for months, 
if ever, as the genocide goes on. 

And, as useful as the Sudan Accountability 
and Divestment Act can be, al-Bashir's crucial 
economic dependence on China continues. 
For one of many examples, the tireless histo- 
rian of this genocide, Eric Reeves, notes in 
The New Republic (Dec. 18): 

"Of the 500,000 barrels of oil Sudan pro- 
duces every day, China imports roughly two 
thirds. ... It's no wonder the Chinese have 
been so keen on funneling money -- some $10 
billion -- into Sudanese oil infrastructure pro- 
jects like pipeline construction, all-weather 
road building, and exploration rigs." 

That's why the international pressure by 
human rights groups on corporations invest- 
ing in this summer's Beijing Olympics must 
continue in order to place deep shadow of 
China's support of murder and rape on those 
games that China so depends on to demon- 
strate its innate decency to the world. 

Also, since the nations of the Arab world 
are so indifferent to the atrocities against the 
black African Muslims in Darfur, isn't it time 
for economic pressures on those govern- 
ments? Doesn't Islam insist that all Muslims - 
- of whatever color or ethnicity -- be treated as 
equal members of the faith? To begin with, 
where is the rescuing voice of Saudi Arabia?

Tribes on a roll: 
will voters end it? 


California's casino Indian tribes have been on a roll 
since the late 1990s, when voters passed two ballot 
propositions allowing vast expansion of their lucrative 
operations. 

The results have been an end to poverty on some 
reservations, endless battles over who really is a mem- 
ber of some tribes and a vast increase in the number of 
gamblers. This is about location as much as addiction: 
the closer you put casinos to population centers, the 
more gamblers you will have. 

One study from the National Opinion Research 
Center at the University of Chicago recently found 
that while in the late 1970s about two-thirds of 
American adults participated in gaming of some kind, 
from government lotteries to card rooms and riverboat 
casinos, today it's more like 85 percent. 

California's Indian casinos have never lost a major 
ballot battle, in part because they've always been unit- 
ed. Even non-casino tribes backed gaming expansions 
because the gaming tribes pledged to give them a cut 
of the take. 

In fact, the richer California tribes do give the poor- 
er ones about $100 million a year. But that hasn't 
helped their fellow Native Americans in other parts of 
the country: The Sioux in the Dakotas, the Navajo in 
the Southwest and many other tribes still live in pover- 
ty, solicit donations continually from non-Indians and 
get relatively little assistance from their wealthy 
brethren. This may just be old-fashioned selfishness or 
it may be a modern continuation of age-old tribal 
rivalries that were interrupted by the arrival of 
Europeans on this continent. 

But the casino Indians’ winning streak is now 
threatened. Several measures on next month's ballot 
would strike down agreements between Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger and four of the state's richest gaming 
tribes. Those compacts allow installation of 22,000 
new slot machines in five casinos. The state 
Legislature ratified the agreements last summer. The 
Feb. 5 propositions are referenda, a ballot tactic allow- 
ing voters to reverse the actions of legislators. 

The last time voters encountered a truly significant 
referendum came in 1982, when they nixed a plan to 
build a "peripheral canal" around the delta of the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers to bring more 
water to Southern California and the San Francisco 
Bay area and solve salinity problems in the delta itself. 

This time, voters are being asked whether they want 
to veto expansion of gambling, okayed by 
Schwarzenegger because the new compacts would see 
the gaming tribes pay the state about $9 billion over 
the next 20 years, between $300 million and $400 mil- 
lion per year. 

With the current governor, it's all about money. 
Never mind that studies show placing many casinos - 
including the five whose expansion is contemplated 
here - on the edge of urban areas creates huge numbers 
of new gambling addicts who regularly lose their rent 
and food money to slot machines and other games 
where the odds are stacked seriously in favor of the 
house. 

Early polling showed slightly over half of likely 
voters favoring the compacts, but that was before 
labor unions, left-out tribes, horse racing interests and 
card room operators began campaigning for the refer- 
enda and against the new gaming compacts. 

Field Polls director Mark DeCamillo told one 
reporter the outcome will depend largely on what vot- 
ers think of Indian gaming in general. Those who like 
it will support expansion; those who don't will vote to 
keep it from growing. 

So far, the Morongo, Sycuan, Agua Caliente and 
Pechanga tribes - all operating large casinos and hotels 
near Palm Springs or San Diego - have invested more 
than $40 million in their campaign for the compacts. 
They began running pro-expansion television com- 
mercials last fall and they've hired prominent consul- 
tants to orchestrate their campaign. 

Opponents only recently began running ads that 
stress the new compacts would create casinos larger 
than any in Las Vegas. Their point is a variation on the 
"if you build it, they will come" theme. Essentially, 
they argue that allowing huge numbers of new slot 
machines will increase the temptation already pulling 
gamblers into casinos and might even draw hundreds 
of thousands who now confine their gambling to the 
state lottery. 

The compacts would not exist, of course, if 
Schwarzenegger didn't believe gambling is a sound 
source of state revenue. He also sought last fall to sell 
off the state lottery in order to finance expansion of 
health care coverage. 

But the real issue in these referenda isn't any of that. 
For pollster DiCamillo is right in his assessment of 
what will motivate voters. Which means approval or 
disapproval of the proposed new compacts will 
depend on whether most voters believe Indian gam- 
bling is good for California, or has been a serious mis- 
take from the start.

SAN DIEGO — There’s nothing 
like having a breakout game in the 
playoffs.

Blake survives third round; Gonzalez 


joins Roddick on casualties queue

MELBOURNE, Australia 
(AP) — James Blake was only 
two points from joining Andy 
Roddick and Fernando 
Gonzalez as an upset third- 
round loser at the Australian 
Open. 

Blake rallied from down 
two sets, then double break in 
the fourth before beating vet- 
eran Frenchman Sebastien 
Grosjean 4-6, 2-6, 6-0, 7-6 
(5), 6-2 on Saturday after- 
noon. 

The 12th-seeded Blake 
started to turn it around as 
Grosjean, who committed 
only 15 unforced errors in the 
first two sets, had 13 in the 
third. 

Grosjean, making his 10th 
appearance at Melbourne 
Park, wasn’t finished. 

Counter-attacking against 
Blake’s go-for-broke style, he 
broke twice in the fourth set to 
pull ahead 4-1 before Blake 
ran off four games in a row. 

Grosjean saved a set point 
while serving at 4-5 and, in 
the tiebreaker, took a 4-1 and 
then 5-3 lead. But Blake took 
the last four points, three on 
clean winners. He hopped 
around the court, shouting 
“Yeah! Yeah!” when he lev- 
eled the match on a serve that 
Grosjean whacked long. 

That seemed to take the 
steam out of Grosjean. Blake 
broke serve twice as he 
opened up a 5-1 lead in the 
deciding set. He held at love 
to finish off the match in 3 
hours and 8 minutes. 

Fernando Gonzalez, who 
lost the final here last year to 
Roger Federer, was on the 


wrong end of a 6-2, 6-7 (4), 6- 
3, 6-1 result against Croatia’s 
Marin Cilic, who had never 
gone past the first round in 
three previous majors. 

The 6-foot-5 Cilic had 14 
aces against one of the better 
service returners. Seventh- 
seeded Gonzalez also was just 
a little off the skills he dis- 
played in beating Federer in 
the opening match at the 
Masters Cup in November, 
with only 19 winners against 
31 unforced errors. 

Sixth-ranked Roddick 
saved four match points 
before losing 6-4, 3-6, 7-6 (9), 
6-7 (3), 8-6 to 29th-ranked 
Philipp Kohlschreiber in a 
third-round match that started 
after 10 p.m. Friday and fin- 
ished at 2:04 a.m. Saturday. 

“I took his best stuff for 
five sets and I thought I was 
going to get him to break or to 
fold,” said Roddick, who 
berated the umpire, cracked 
his racket and fired a personal 
best 42 aces. “I thought if I 
kept it on him long enough 
that that would happen.” 

In the most telling stat, 
Kohlschreiber broke 
Roddick’s serve twice, and 
dropped his own only once. 

“The whole match for me 
was perfect,” Kohlschreiber 
said. “Just amazing, to start 
the year like this and beating 
such a good guy is the best 
thing that has happened to me 
in tennis.” 

Two of Russia’s Top 10 
women were ousted on 
Saturday. 

No. 2 Svetlana Kuznetsova 
6-3, 6-4 went down to 18- 
year-old Agnieszka 
Radwanska of Poland and No. 


6 Anna Chakvetadze lost 6-7 
(6), 6-1, 6-2 to No. 27 Maria 
Kirilenko. 

The losses left five of the 
original group of 15 Russians 
entered remaining in women’s 
singles, including No. 5 Maria 
Sharapova. 

The 29th-seeded 
Radwanska, who won junior 
titles at Wimbledon in 2005 
and the French Open in 2006, 
broke Kuznetsova’s serve at 
4-4 in the second set. 

Kuznetsova, the 2004 U.S. 
Open champion and last 
year’s finalist in New York, 
hit a forehand into the net on 
match point, allowing 
Radwanska to advance to the 
fourth round. 

Radwanska beat Sharapova 
last year in the U.S. Open. 

“Tt was exactly the same 
match — third round in the 
Grand Slam, playing No. 2 on 
center court,” Radwanska 
said. “A Russian player, and 
in both matches I had nothing 
to lose.” 

Wimbledon champion 
Venus Williams faced No. 31 
Sania Mirza of India later 
Saturday. 

Federer, seeking a third 
consecutive Australian title, 
was due on center court 
against  Serbia’s Janko 
Tipsarevic. Lleyton Hewitt 
and Marcos Baghatis, losing 
finalists in 2005 and ’06, meet 
in what could be another 
marathon at night. 

Rain delayed matches on 
all outside courts Saturday, 
with play continuing at Rod 
Laver Arena and at Vodafone 
Arena, the other stadium at 
Melbourne Park with a 
retractable roof.

external or internal applica- 
tion to the human body in the 
diagnosis, cure, mitigation, 
treatment, or prevention of 
disease and which is com- 
monly recognized as a sub- 
stance or preparation intended 
for that use,” stated a special 
notice released by the board 
titled “Information on Sales 
Tax and Registration for 
Medical Marijuana Sellers.” 

The change will be a rever- 
sal from the board’s previous 
position. 

In February 2007, the 
board sent out a notice to dis- 
pensaries, urging them to 
obtain a seller’s permit like 
any other retailer. 

There are currently two 
dispensaries operating in the 
county: Herban Legend in 
Fort Bragg and Reflections of 
Avalon in Ukiah, which 
opened last month on South 
State Street just outside of city 
limits.
